ST. LOUIS, DOO. 8.—Inforaration of 
8 most horrible murder, cominittoil by 
an insane man yesterday morning 
nearChester, Illinois, w;i8 receiived 
here last night. It appeara that a 
young man 20 years oí age, 
named 
Lewis Jackstein, Uváng a short did- 
tance from Cheater, b&camo insane a 
few days ago from religious ex cite- 
ment. Yesterday he was taken be- 
fore the court by a deputy sh »riff, 
adjudged insane and placed in charge 
of two guards to be taken to the asy- 
lum at Jacksonville. 
The guards 
took the man to a hotel in the town 
and remained with him all nL^ht. 
About G o'clock he called for wate r to 
wash himself. 
One of the gui.rds 
brought him some in a basin, wi ich 
betook and immediately flurig it iuio 
the guard's face. He then dashed 
through one of the front windows of 
the room and ran down the road lead- 
ing into the country, blood stream- 
ing from his face and bands from 
cuts made by 
the 
broken glass. 
About 
a 
quarter 
of 
a 
mile 
from town, in the house of Thos. 
ilyanoid, a man of GS years, with 
whoin he lived with his widowed 
daughter, Mr. Smith, and her little 
girl 
of 
twelve 
and 
boy 
still younger. 
Arrived at this place, 
Jackatein, who had stripped himself 
naked on the road, rushed wildly iu, 
ordered the inmates to kneel down 
and pray, saying they had but fifteen 
minutes to live. Tb.eyall obeyed but 
the little boy, whu escaped from the 
house and ran to the neighbors and 
gave the alarm. 
When friends ar 
rived at the acene, they found Ryan 
and Mrfe, Smith dead, with their, 
skulls smashed 
in' 
by 
an 
ax, 
and 
the lit'Je 
girl 
lying 
head- 
less on the floor. Trie maniac having 
chopped 
the 
child's head 
com- 
pletely 
oi>, 
and 
having 
fin- 
ished his bloody work at this place, he 
seized the bleeding head of the inno- 
cent child by its flaxen hair,' and 


^ swinging it at arm's length over 
his 
own head, dashed down the road 
iagain. About a quarter of a mile be- 
yond he stopped at the house of Dr. 
^ordon. 
On entering he found only 
servant girl. He ordered her as he 
ad the Ryan family, to kneel and 
'ay. The 
girl 
screamed, which 
bought a hired man from the stable, 
ad Dr. Gordon appearing at the 
Bftie time. After a fierce and des- 
péate struggle, they overpowered and 
bond him wita rope. 
He was then 
tafen to Chester, his wounds dressed, 
clohing put on him and placed in 
chage of persons who brought him to 
Eas St. Louis last night and took 
himthence to the Jacksonville asylum.

Axífflsoíí, Kansas. Dcc. 8.—The 
accid?nt last evening- on the Chicago, 
Eock Ishnd & Pacific railroad was 
more serious than at first reported. 
The Rgular pa3;jeuger train leaving 
here at 5:45 had readied a point 
twenty-three miles east, ne<:r Eiger- 
ton Junctioxj, where a broken rail 
threw the tender from the track down 
an embankment, the whole train with 
the exception of the locomotive fol- 
lowing. The train was composed of 
a baggage and express car, mail car, 
two day coaches and a sleeper. 
The 
cars took fire almost 
immediately 
and were all desitroycd. I^Iail Agent 
Syms was caught in h|3 car and 
burned to death. 
His Associate, Mr. 
Biller, had his shoulder dislocate<l 
and narrowly escaped a similar fate. 
Conductor 
Westfall 
had 
an 
ankle severely spraine», and foUr pas- 
sengers received injuriecl more or lesí 
severe. Their names cannot yet be 
asceitained. There was fortunately a 
liiht run of i^asaengers', only about 
sixteen being aboard tJié train. 
The 
mails, express goods and baggage were 
all burned. The weather was intense- 
ly CI>ld and the passengers suffered se- 
verely, until they reached, a place of 
shelter. The railroad oflScials are ex- 
tremely uncommunicative concerning 
the details ot the accident.

from Baltimore to the arsenal here 
Col. R. A. Ayers will be in command 
of the arsenal. 


Ttae Ira>n Trade. 


CINCINNATI, Dec. 8.—The forth 
coming report of the chamber of com 
merce, by Superintendent Maxwell 
says of the iron trade in this city that 
it has been marked by important 
events, including a dangerous stimu- 
lus and an equally rapid decline. The 
total production of pig iron in nine 
states tributary to this city is 876,000 
tons, showing an increase of 150,000 
tons over the preceding year. Of this 
increase Missouri made 37,000 tons 
over the preceding year, Michigan 31,- 
000, Ohio 27,000, West Virginia 20,- 
000, Tennessee 18,000, Indiana, 11,- 
000, Alabama 8,000, Georgia 4,000. 
Kentucky showed a decrease of 1,400 
tons. The aggregate sales here of pig 
iron from first hands to actually go 
into consumption was 250,000 tons, 
an increase of 46,000 tons over the 
preceding year. 
The value of busi- 
ness at the average price would be 
$8,750,000.

GALVESTON, Dec; 8.—A News spec- 
ial from Fort Stockton, says:

sons just in from San Elizaro, reports 
a Mexican from Chihuahua, brings 
appalling particularsof the devilment 
done by an escaped and desperate 
remnant of Victoria's band, in the 
neighborhood of that town. In that 
section from twenty to thirty men, 
women and children are known to 
have been murdered and mutilated in 
a most horrible manner. 
A detach- 
ment of ten returning with General 
Teressas after the abandonment of 
Victoria's camp were attacked by 
about thirty Indians, a few days ago, 
and only Tertissas and one man es- 
caped.

CHICAGO, Dec. 8.—Last night as the 
Michigan Southern accommodation 
train was. approaching Thirty-fifth 
street crossing, Wm. F. Mackey, a 
policeman, whose attention was di- 
verted by the train, was run over and 
crushed to death under the wheels of 
a Chicago, Burlington & 
Q,uin,cy 
freight train. 
The accident threw

. off the t'ack and down a 
culvert, and the switch conductor, 
Robert Beanbier, who was on top of 
the car, was caught beneath the huge 
bulk and instantly killed 
by its 
weight.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 8.—Louis Lock- 
stein, who so Uter^lly butchered the 
Ryan family at Chester, Illinois, yes- 
terday, was a farmer living near Ches- 
ter, and one of six brothers and sis 
ters. Louis had been a strong Cath- 
olic, but of late had attended meetings 
of other denominations and under 
strong excitement accasioned thereby, 
became insane but not violently, his 
mania running mainly to asking per- 
sons to pray with him. 
On Saturday 
last he made his two sisters kneel and 
pray with him in the street and 
expressed 
the 
opiniom that the 
world 
would 
come 
to an 
end 
in 
a 
few 
dayg. 
His 
story 
is that at tbe hotel from which he 
escaped, parties were trying to rob 
him and he had to run away; that 
when he neared the Ryan house he 
discovered it to be on fire and rushed 
in and saved all the inmates with the 
exception of the little boy, who he 
claims perished in tbe 
flames. 
He 
says that while saving the Ryans from 
death by fire his own clothes were 
gnited and burned oif him, and that 
he himself 
was 
badly 
scorched. 
Thomas Ryan was an old man between 
seventy and eighty years, and was 
quite feeble and unable to defend 
himself against tbe attack of the ma- 
niac. His daughter,Mrs. Smith, waa^a 
young widow and kepi|houae for him. 
They were old citizens and highly 
respected people, and great excite- 
ment existed 
among the citizens 
when, the butchery became known, 
and a strong disposition was mani- 
fested to lynch Lockstein, notwith- 
standing his insanity. 
This feeling 
was, in fact, so strong that the oflScers 
were obliged to take Lockstein across 
the country in a wa^on and board a 
train for East St. Louis at a small 
way station. 


Oblo FUlibamerlnir. 


CJoLUMBUS, Dec. 8.—When 
the 
state board of agriculture met here 
yesterday a serious dead-lock occur- 
red. The board stands, politically 
nineteen democrats and eighteen re- 
publicans, and the state auditor is 
also a republican. 
The democrats 
held that the auditor bad no right to 
vote upon the temporary organiza 
tion, while the republicans held he 
was, by virtue of hia oflSce, and by 
law a member of the board, entitled 
to equal privileges with any of the 
members, liearly three hours was 
spent 
fillibustering 
over 
a 
tem- 
porary 
organization. 
The 
demo 
crats finally declared one of their 
number as temporaray chairman, who 
at once took his place beside State 
Ayditor 
Oglive, 
who 
refused to 
recognize this action of the demo- 
cratic section of the board. 
The 
democratic members then, 
amidst 
much confusion, voted for and de- 
clared elected one of their number as 
temporary chairman one as tempor 
ary clerk and three sergeants-at-arms. 
The democratic members were then 
sworn in by a notary public 
the 
republicans 
in 
the 
meantime 
amusing themselves at cat calls and 
other noises, tending to ridicule the 
attempts of their opponents to do 
business. Having enjoyed themselves 
for over two hours, a compromise was 
effected whereby the democrats were 
allowed to control the temporary 
organization, the republicang to have 
their claim of the right of the state 
auditor to vote entered upon the rec- 
ord, and when a permanent organiza- 
tion was had the clerkships and other 
pflicers within the gift of the board 
are to be divided equally between the 
two parties.

circumstances he would only have to 
open his mouth and shut his eyes to 
have the senatorial plum drop plump 
(no pun intended) adow^n his ajsopha- 
gus.

of the way of the re-election of Keifer 
to congress. 
Sweet William is a re- 
ligious shrub, and mixes his religion 
and politics in a delightfully refresh- 
ing way.

used to address lettezs to his pious 
old Methodist brethren in the rural 
districts, asking them for their polit- 
ical support, and winding up his 
unctuous epistles with, "Your Broth- 
er in Christ, William Lawrence."

SEKAI-E. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Mr. Wal- 
lace offered a resolution that the 
standing committees of the senate, as 
constituted at the last session, be read 
and continued for this session, and. 
that Mr. Pugh,of Alabama, be assign- 
ed the place made vacant by the re- 
tirement of Mr. Pryor; Mr. Blair to 
take the place of Mr. Ingalla on the 
committee on pensions, and of Mr. 
Sharon on the committee on educa- 
tion and labor, and Mr. Bansom and 
Mr. Lamar to exchange places on the 
committee on railroads, thus makinf 
the latter chairman of that commit- 
tee. 
Agreed to. 
He also offered a 
resolution that the following select 
committees be appointed for the pres- 
ent session, with powers heretofore 
given to each on the subject to which 
they respectively relate: 


To examine the several branches 
of the civil service, Mr. Vest, chair- 
man. 


To consider the law as. to the elec- 
tion of president and vice-president, 
etc., Mr. Moi^an, ohairman. 


Committee on epidemic diseases, 
Mr. Harris, chairman. 


Committee on alleged frauds in the 
late elections, Mr. Wallace, chairman. 


To inquire 
into the Nicaraguan 
claims, Mr. Hampton, chairman. 


Freedman's bank, Mr. Bruce, chair- 
man. 


Oa the bill providing that the heads 
of departments may occupy seats on 
the floor of the senate and house, Mr. 
Pendleton, chairman. 


Joint committee on library, 
Mr. 
Voorhees, chairman. 


Joint committee on the Yorktown 
celebration, Mr. Johnston, chairman. 
The resolution was agreed to. 
Mi. Johnston, of Virginia, offered 
a reaolution instructing the commis- 
sioner of agriculture to furnish any 
information in his possession relating 
to contageous pleuro-pneumonia of 
c ittle and other contageous diseases 
of domesticated animals. 
Agreed ¡to. 


HOUSE. 


Committees were then called for re- 
ports. 


The call having been concluded 
without any reports being presented, 
Mr. Bicknell called up as a question 
of 
privilege the senate resolution 
relative to counting 
the electoral 
vote. 


Mr. Keifer raised the point of order 
that the resolution did not present a 
question of privilege. 
He contended 
that while the matter of counting the 
electoral vote might be a question of 
privilege, a concurrent resolution pro- 
posing a joint rule to prescribe the 
mode of 
counting was 
not. 
The 
president of the senate, in the pres- 
ence of the two houses, was to count 
the electoral vote. 


Mr. Bicknell contended that what- 
evA: related 
to the coastitutional 
right of the two houses to declare the 
vote was a question of privilege. 


Mr. Robeson—Is that contained in 
the 12th article of the constitution? 
Mr. Bobeaon quoted the article re- 
ferred to, holding that the president 
of the senate had the constitutional 
right to count the vote. 


The speaker—Has not the action of 
the two houses, in appointing tellers, 
employed, as it were, agents of the 
two houses to do the counting? 


Mr. Robeson—It is a constitutional 
question, and cannot be transcended 
by the appointment of tellers. 


The question was further discussed 
by Messrs. Springer, Lapham, Reag- 
an, Conger, Hoover, Updegraff and 
VVhitthorne. 
The latter,, after argu- 
ing that it was a question of privi- 
lege, said: 
"I arise merely for the 
purpose of saying that the question 
involved here has no reference to the 
pending presidential election. 
I de- 
clare to you and the country (and I 
speak for the people of New York 
state, and I believe for the democratic 
party of tho country), that the propo- 
sition has nothing to do witn the 
election of Mr. Garfield. 
He has 
been elected by the people, and I for 
one shall see to it that he is inaugu- 
rated." 


Mr. Springer called attention to the 
fact that a republican congresB had 
enacted a joint rule for counting the 
electoral vote. 


The Speaker-The chair desires to lay 
that the twelfth article of the constitu- 
tion provides for counting tiie electo- 
ral vote, and section fourteen of the 
revised statutes provides that the 
electoral vote shall be ascertained and 
declared agreeably to the constitution. 
This has also fixed the time foroount- 
ing the votes and fixes this session 
as the one at which the count shall 
be made of the last presidential elec- 
tion. The uniform practice, certainly 
the result of the practice, goes to the 
extent of showing, and places a fair 
construction on what has been the 
action of congress, that 
the two 
houses do count and have counted the 
electoral vote. The two houses of 
congress in the first session of the 
Thirty-eighth congress aneed to the 
twenty-second joint rule for counting 
the vote. The senate, in the first 
session of the Forty-fourth congress, 
re-enacted all the unit rulee o1 the 


Forty-third . congress, 
except 
the 
twenty-second, and the house taking 
no action thereon, the senate declared 
there 
were 
no 
joint 
rules in 
force. The senate decided in the 
Fourteenth 
congress, by a vote of 
38 to 7, that the president of the sen- 
ate had no power to count the vote. 
The senate now sends this joint rule 
to take the place of the 221 joint rule. 
If the chairman were to refuse on 
technicalities to allow an adjustment 
between the two houses, such a pro- 
ceeding must lead to chaos and confu- 
sion, and perhaps commotion, but as 
far as the question of privilege strictly 
is concerned, the chair is of the opin- 
ion that it makes no difference by, 
whom the votes are counted, if done 
by the two houses. 
It is the highest 
duty they have to perform, and im- 
posed directly by the constitution re- 
lating to the election of president and 
rice president, and the very existence 
of our form of government may de- 
pend upon it. 
If counted by any 
other person, it must be done in the 
presence of the two houses, so that 
all rules regulating the joint meet- 
ing are of the highest privilege, 
affecting as they uo the exercise 
of 
the most important 
functions 
of 
the 
two houses. 
In answer to 
the peint made by the gentlemen 
from Michigan and Iowa, (Congerand 
Updegraff) as to the rules of the 
house, the chair desires to say it is 
not competent for the house to make 
any rule which abstracts in any degree 
the execution of the terms of the con- 
stitution. 
The chair therefor consid- 
ers, in view of past practices, that this 
is a question of privilege. 


Mr. Bicknell then demanded ti'ie 
previous question. 
¿Mr. Keifer warned the gentleman 
from Indiana (ftlr. Bicknell) that he 
would reach his end much sooner by 
allowing debate the other way. 
V A long discussion ensued as to bow 
long the debate should run, the re- 
publicans gdemandiug it should 
be 
without limit, and the democrats re- 
fusing to yield unlimited time. 
As 
no agreement could be arrived at. Mr. 
Bicknell demanded the previous ques- 
tion, and the republicans refusing to 
vote, the house was left without a 
quorum again. 
The democrats made 
several propositions as to limiting the 
debate, but they were rejected, and it 
looked as if the house would get into 
a dead-lock. 


Mr. McLane appealed to Mr. Uicli- 
nell to withdraw the demand for the 
previous question. 


Mr. Bicknell, while expressing hid 
conviction that the debate would be a 
useless waste of time, acted on the 
suggestion and withdrew the previous 
question. 


Mr. Keifer obtained the floor and 
delivered a written argumcut againsL 
the pending measure, wliich he char- 
acterized as a measure of usurpation 
and fraud, and one which might Jead 
to bloodshed and war. 
At the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Keifer's speech, the matter 
went over for the present. 


The house then adjourned—yeas G'J, 
nays 64, the democrats opposing the 
motion.

The holiday gifts that are to be 
completed at home are naturally the 
first to be purchased, and the fancy 
stores are already thronged with ladies 
in search of novelties for decorating 
with artistic needle-work. 
For large 
pieces such as lambrequins, 
table- 
covers, chairs, or cushions that are to 
be wrought with English crewels and 
silks the materials most used are felt 
cloth, satin, momie cloth, and plush. 
Felt comes in rich shades of red, olive, 
blue, old gold, sage green, and drab; 
it is two yards wide, and costs $.50 to 
$2 a yard. 
A mantel lambrequin 
with table-cover to match is very 
handsome in two shades of felt, such 
as two olive or two blue shades, and 
is alao used in contrasting colors, 
such as 
drab with 
red felt, or 
turquoise blue with dark cardinal. A 
vine of fern leaves with daisies or 
other wild flowers runs the whole 
length of the lambrequin, and forms 
a border on the table cover; the edges 
are then scalloped and pinked, and 
trimmed with tassels or else satin balls 
of the many colors used in the em 
broidery. 
Begun, with materials for 
completing, such a lambrequin costs 
$8.50 to $12, and the table cover from 
$6 to $12. 
Momie cloth is not as 
wide as felt, and is all cotton, at $1.50 
a yard, or else the expensive mixed 
silk and worsted momie cloth is used, 
at $6 a yard; the latter is both dura- 
ble and handsome for table covers in 
old gold and red shades. 
An old gold 
table cover of momie cloth, with 
the design in applique and in crewel- 
work, and 
bordered 
with 
red 
plush, 
is very 
effective; it 
will 
cost, begun, with materials for fin- 
ishing, about $25. 
Satin 
is also 
used for such covers, and is espec- 
ially handsome in old gold shades, 
where it looks like the real cloth of 
gold, and should have some tinsel and 
beads in 
the 
embroidery. 
Satin 
lambrequins and bands for the top 
and bottom of curtains are wrought 
in crewels alone, or else mixed with 
silver of lighter shades, in tipestry 
stripes, or in designs of scrolls, or in 
tile patterns, and look as if copied 
from some quaint dado or frieze. 
Upholstery fringes of brightly col 
ored worsteds are sold for trimming 
tables, chairs, and other embroidered 
pieces. 
The fringes cost 30 cents to 
$1.25 a yard, according to their width 
and design; some have chenille com- 
bined with them, and others are mix- 
ed silk and worsted. 
A great deal of 
applique cloth decoration is used on 
felt lambrequins, covers, etc., as it is 
effective, and much more easily done 
than embroidery. 
Chenille outlining 
is 
also 
rapidly 
done, 
and 
is 
very 
pretty 
when 
following 
the 
shapes 
of 
vases, 
jars, 
or 
pots, of great wheels, stars and fern 
leaves. In combination with applique 
cloth figures very showy work is done 
by laying on a bold design eeven 
strands of crewel caught down at in- 
tervals of a third of an inch with gold 
silk. 
For email tables, for bric-a- 
bnic, or for five o'clock tea are covers 
of gold satine, with a cluster of -field 
iiowers begun near one end ; with 
materials for completing, this costs 
$4 r)U to 
Such a table acarf may 
alyo be thrown over the back of a chair 
to serve as a very decorative tidy. 


For tea-table covers the new Eng- 
lish cloth called Zulu cloth is also 
used. 
This is all cotton, and is like 
white 
momie cloth. 
The 
designs 
wrought upon it copy porcelain tea- 
cups, suuceri, and vases, showing the 
willow pattei'n prcttily,orelseSutsuma 
dt-sigus. 
TidioM are made of ibih Zulu 
cloth, 
and 
are 
shown 
stamped 
with designs 
from Pinafore and the 
Pirates ^ of 
Penzance ; 
these 
are 
also nice for tea-tray covers, and cost 
only $1.35, stamped for working. 
Small doyleys in the same designs are 
$2 a dozen, ready for the needle. The 
prettiest doyleys, however, are done 
on smooth glazed linen with black 
silks, OF colored, or else the 
finest 
crewel is used for outlining quaint 
little figures of old fashioned children, 
scenes from 
nursery rhymes, etc. 
This outlining is the simplest back- 
stitching, and is easily done by inexr 
perienced needle-women. 
Splashers 
for protecting the wall-paper behind a 
washstand are done in the same way 
on thicker linen, and coat $1.25, with- 
out materi^s.
